age of non-layers will he small. On

Avoid Moldy Feed 

Even tliough feed liiqiiii-rs on range 
nre iirotectcd from rain, tlie feed often 
becomes wet or damp and, ns a re¬ 
sult. molds. Wet or damii feed at¬ 
tracts flies, probably because of the 
milk und luilmnl protein it contains, 
anil a favorable place Is thus created 
for maggots to feed. From sucii .q 
source trouble can arise-the mold can 
cause pneumonia nail the maggots can 
cause llnilierneck. Wet or dump feed 
slioiild he removed at once so that 
chicks or poults cannot liuve ncces» 
tu it.

Envninpes, so comim.n tmliiy In an 
omllpss varlnty of slzps. shapes, ami 
rnlors, were priictlnally unknown In 
this country before lS-17 anil ,11,1 not 
como Into much use until about IS.'ii 
notes a writer In the nilcnan Tribune 
The usual letter hefnre ih.it time ci. 
slstcl nf a iloulili.'I sheet of wrlflne 
paper whic h was fn|ile,| ami liickeil tn 
Kother so that a wafer of gum or wa.\ 
wniihl seal It cITecliipIy. 

Shortly after the Introduction nf the 
enveinpe, ami perhaps as an aid tn 
Us sale, niniiiifacturers and printers 
made up special covers for almost ev¬ 
ery need or occasion. Small envelope.s 
'vlih einhnrnte onihosslng appealed to 
tile fetiilnine tastes nf that day. 

Standard propaganda envelopes of 
the day could he had from every sta¬ 
tioner. Thc.se generally dealt with 
prohlbltlnii, slavery, or cheaper post¬ 
age rates. Caiupnlgn covers came Into 
use In the elections of 18*12 and 1850 
and were on every hand during the 
campaigns of bSOO and ISCd. 

The antl-shivery envelopes of the 
abolitionists of the early BOs merged . 
In 1800 Into the flood of patriotic cov¬ 
ers of the Civil war. Those used be¬ 
fore the actual declaration of war were 
of course franked with United States 
stamps even when the sentiments ex¬ 
pressed may have been decidedly 
against the Union.

Mrs. Melra I.. lawyer and re¬ 

former, and ninny years ago Dominated 
for the rresldcncy of the United States, 
was burn in 18.10 at noyalton, Y.

1 UniH. N. T., and taught school for 11 
years. Then she studied law and was 
admitted to the bar In the District of 
Columbia In 1873. Six years later she 
was admitted to practice before the 
Supreme court, under a law which she 
had been Instrumental In getting 
passed. 

•Mrs. Isockwood lectured frequently, 
and campaigned for pence, woman's 
suffrage and temperance. In 1884 and 
1888 she was nominated for the I’resl- 
dency by the F>|ual Illghts party, a 
suffrage organization, but her cam¬ 
paigns amounted chiefly to a suffrage 
propaganda, since she could not have 
held the ofllce had she heen elected. 

Born Belva Ann Bennett, she was 
married In 1848 to Uriah II. Mc.Nall, 
who died five years later, and In ISC-S 
to Dr. Ezekiel Ig.ckwood. She died In

Big B«ar, Big E«t«r 

The Kodluks. which are tlie world's 
largest carnivorous land animals, as 
well as the largest of liears, cat an 
amazing amount of food, according to 
a zoo authority. One Kodlolc dally 
consumes a bushel basket of gross 
trimmings, Includlag delicacies such as 
dandelion greens; eight pounds of bear 
bread, live pounds of assorted vegeta¬ 
bles and fruits, two quarts of Irradl- 
dnted milk and cod liver oil, and two 
poands of meat. It Is only through hls 
love for salmon that the Kudlak has 
been trapped In the past. In the spring , 
they leave their shelter In woods and 
mounlalns and go to the river valleys. 
There they catch the salmon which are 
hurrying upstream iifti'r their sojourn 
In salt waters, In the manner salmon 
have of reluriiliig to the fresh waters 
In which they were hatched seven 
years before. 


Red Fife Wheat Broupht 
to Ontario From Europe 

The progre-s of wheat northwar,!. 
almost tu the Arctic Circle, has been 
ilescrllied as beginning In 1S41, when 
Imvld Fife, an Mntnrio farmer, asked 1 
friend to semi him sunie wheat frum 
northern Europe. The friend g„i ', 
handful of grain from a ship Just do, k- 
liig nt Glasgow from Danzig, says a 
writer In the Wu.-hington Star. Fife 
planted the seeds In hls garden, hut 
only five came up, two of which were 
eaten by a cow. From the three re¬ 
maining plants came the so-called Ited 
Fife wheat which pruvcl so ndapto.l to 
the climate of Canada and the north¬ 
ern Unlteil States that tu the course of 
u half century It had sprcml over th,' 
greater part of the country. 

This, In turn, was the foumlatlon 
of the stilt more productive tnar-piis 
wheat, which is credited with playing 
a major part In the allied victory In 
the World war. But with the exten¬ 
sion of Canadian agriculture north¬ 
ward, camo the development of still 
another wheat, the garnet, which 
ripens from 10 days to two weeks 
earlier than marquis and can be grown ' 
almost up to the Arctic circle. The I 
problem Is to get wheat from the , 
Fur north of us good quality ns that 
grown farther south. One of tho great I 
wheat coumrles of the world Is the I 
Fence river district, north of I’dinuii- ' 
too.

Lime Needs Time 

On suit needing lime, alfalfa often 
fails If seeded before the lime has 
had time to correct the acidity. It Is 
advisable to delay seeding until sev¬ 
eral uu'iitlis after the limestone has 
hceu disked Into the surface soil. 
Some soils are slightly add on Hie 
surface! uiie ton requirement), but 
have an abundance of lime In the .sull 
underneath. .Xltnlfn grows well un 
such soils after the roots reach the 
subsoil. Seedlngs made on such soils 
Immedinlely after liming arc often sac- | 
cessful. Also. If sach soils have heen 
ninuured recently, seedlings grow more 
vigorously and may reach the calcare¬ 
ous subsoil.—XVulluces' Farmer.

Itiit flicrp la not the allRhtpat Indira- 
lion that tbo Jnpanoao people Intend to 
rlae In Ibolr mifrbt and demand that 
tliPlr government curtail Ita military 
expendltiiroa. (in the contrary, all In- 
dlratlona are that the Jnpaneae peoplo 
approve Nippon’a mllltarlatlc courae, 
believe It to he eaaentlnl to their fu¬ 
ture, and are nercely willing to make 
any aacriflee for their country. 

Military Rule in Japan 

Kven those most optimistic about 
America’s contention that armament 
cost should not he Increased by any 
nation concede this. What they hope 
for is a chanRe of sentiment, perhaps 
a year from now, perhaps later on. 

The answer of the army and navy 
to this is that If the opinions of the 
Japanese did change. It would nf»t make 
any difference. It has been dem 
onstrnted too often, they Insist, tint 
the Japanese people helleve what they 
fire told, and are absolutely tiiuler the 
thiimh of the military oligarchy. 

In this respect. In the Anjerican mili¬ 
tary view, they tlifTer sharply from 
two of the most military powers In 
Kurope—(lerni'iny and Italy. Tor the 
present there is no «)nn to oppose the 
will of Miller In (Jerinany or Mussolini 
In Italy, lint n«» one know.s what will 
he the sltiiatien In idther country ten 
years from now. Mr even one ye.ir 
from now. 

Italy and fJermnny are each flom- 
Inated for the time being by one strong 
man. Anti no one can venture u 
prtjplipcy as !«» what wonhl happen after 
that strong man passes from the stage. 

There Is nothing comparable to that 
In Jafmn. In NIppfm It Is a grou|» of 
hlgli army and navy olllcers who dom¬ 
inate. The death of any ten of them 
makes no material difference In the 
general objective. The policy has been 
adhered t<i for many years. It Is to 
dominate ('hlna. and make Japan a 
world power. Kver since the Itiisso- 
Japanese war It has been one forward 
step after another, with an occasional 
sidestep such as the ah.indonnient of 
Shantung after the Washington arrna- 
mem conference. 

The navy does not even feel that 
the freedom of the riillippines lessem 
the danger of war iMMweeu tlie United 
States and Japan. 

Canadian Treaty 

I>own underneatli all the clamor 
against theC'anndlan reclpmclty treaty, 
expert detectors of popular sentiment 
here believe the country will approve 
It. Further, they helleve that If the 
treaty Is approvtol In Ottawa—which 
Incidentally seems by no means certain 
despite the majority by which Mac- 
Kenzie King so recently came hack 
Into power—the net effect will be a 
Kooseveir asset at tbo polls. 

Should Ottawa reject the treaty, on 
the other hand, feeling here is that the 
net effect will be Injurious to the ad¬ 
ministration In the election next ye.ir. 

This Is ha.seil on a funtiutnental po¬ 
litical factor—human nature. .Many 
business men, economists and experts 
in international trade have tlgiired tint 
If the reciprocity treaty negotiated 
with (’anada In the Taft udtnlnlsiriiilon 
had gone Into effect, the net effect 
would have been beneficial. But no 
politician who was active at the lime 
doubts that it was a serious handicap 
to Mr. Taft when he faceil re electlon. 

Mad the treaty gone Into effect. It Is 
reasoned, and had the opposition to Mr. 
Taft promised the country to abrogate 
the treaty, then every one who was di¬ 
rectly heneflilng under the treaty 
would have been driven to Taft's de¬ 
fense. to protect their selfish Interests. 

But there was no po.sslhllity, ns it 
upiieared when Taft was running for 
re-election, that the treaty could be 
revived. Hence there was no gelfi.sh 
element to he driven to Tuft’s aid, 
while all and sundry who thought they 
would have been hurt by the treaty 
were still resentful at what they 
thought Tuft had tried to do to them, 
and were easily Infiamed against him. 
This was especially effective In the 
Northwest. 

Lumber Interests Howl 

This time the loudest outcries are 
coming from the Pacific Northwest, 
where the lumber Interests think they 
would be badly hurl by the treaty. Ap¬ 
plying the lhl2 chapter to the present 
situation. If the treaty Is rejected the 
northwestern lumber interests will In¬ 
fluence a heavy vote against Roosevelt 
next year for what he tried to do to 
them. It Is not a question of hig spe¬ 
cial Interests affecting the electorate. 

No one ever accused former Seiator 
Clarence O. Mill of Washington, repre¬ 
senting the big interests. He w»»rked 
for a high lumber tariff becanse It 
would benefit his state, and he figured 
the folks out there would npproclute 
It. Bo much has been said hy Pit] and 
others that a very conslderahle seg¬ 
ment of the Washington voteis are 
now convinced that Roo«evelt simply 
Is not the type to understand their 
problems. 

On (he other hand. If the treaty Is 
ratified hy i'anada. although the feel¬ 
ing in Washington and Oregon on 
liimher, and perhaps in upstaie New 
York and Wisconsin on that million 
and a half gallons of cream which may 
he brought In at reduced dudes, will 
he no dltTerent. there will be offsets. 

For example, (he orange growers of 
('aUfornla, to say nothing of the pro¬ 
ducers of other fruits, will want to 
know If the opposing candidate pro¬ 
poses to abrogate the treaty— 1 (» take 
away the advantage they will he enjoy 
Ing under It.
